cials on tho subject of tho Lal;o Slioro 
switchmen's strike. 


"I have no anticipation of serious trouble 


with tuo strikers," said tho governor after 
tho conCofonce. 
"Of courso tho railroad peo- 


ple want tho intorCercnco of tho strikers 
with tho now roou stop]»J at onco, ulul tu 
that end thoy aro talking. 
But I can't sny 


what action will be taken until tUo nocos- 
sity arises. It may bo necessary tu cull 
out tlio militia. It it does become necessary 
I will do it. The sheriff has the greatest 
power at his command and it is bis province 
to maintain tho peace in his county with- 
out aid from tho stato. Ho can will on 
ovory able-bodied man to assist in maintain- 
ing order, and could easily mustor a forco 
hore superior to tho enlii'O command of 
state troops. 


Shortly before noon nn engine was taken 


up to Thirty-ninth street to clear tho stock 
yards "Y" ot tho cars which woro blockaded 
thoro Monday. 
A number ot strikers and 


outsiders, however, pulled tho pins and re- 
fused to allow tlio engineers to Uiko tho cars 
out. Tlio attempt was abandoned aud tho 
ongitio driven Lack to the round house. 


It appear* to be tbo determination ot tho 


company to 11U all tho places of strikers 
with now bauds.

The governor made a. spoecb 


to the strikers cautioning them to ki-ep 
within hounds of tho law. lie said that 
they had the privilege of persuading engin- 
eers nut to take out. engines, but iiny at- 
tempt to pull pins or any act of violence 
would bo inot with by interference on tho 
part of tbo county authorities, and if need 
ho by the state. His speech was received 
with derisive yells, and when tho engine 
canio out of tho round house it had not pro- 
ceeded moro than sovonty-fivo feet when 
halt a down strikers mounted the online 
lind induced tbo engineer to return to tho 
round house.

This law was unwisely amended in 


1S83, and in 1SS5, so that only courts of 
record can really try a tramp. This law 
provides that "any male person of the 
age ot IU years or upwards, being o 
vagrai't mtUiu the purview of section 
15-13, revised statutes, wlio shall be found 
within any town, city, or villaga of this 
state, having at the time no visible means 
of support, and not bang at the titno an

SEOTION U. "Hereafter 110 ehorill' or

90 per 
ent wore tramps, and tho expenses paid 
or their arrest, trial, transportation and 
warm meals on tho way, was at least as 
much more, making their cost to tho 
ounty about §9,000, or S13 oacb. 
For tho po«t winter from December 1st 


o Manb. Blot, the wlaolo number of com- 
mitments was 7(;1, ot which about 93 per 
ent were tramps; improperly committed 
la vagrants and drunks, wheroby the 
ohedulo oi costs which our peace officers 
ind justi:es will seek Cor tho county to 
>ay will be from 50 to 500 per cant more 
,han it legally aad properly could ba (or 
rainps. 


These illegal and burdensome costs 


lave been annually paid by the honest, 
ndustrious and prndtnt portion of tho 
oommunity,£or recruitmgand roaiutanmg 
n our midst a vast standing army of 
able-bodied vagabonds and thieves, in 
dlenesH and ease; and for enriching a 
tew justices and peace officers, who 
through self interest arc led to treat 
;ramps with a degroo of urbanity and 
attention unsurpassed by "mine host" ot 
the best kept hotels. 


Those vagabonds fire mot by courteous 


escorts, not only at the depot but at thp 
saloons and on the curbstones and streets 
ot Janesville, Edgerton, Boloir, and Clin- 
ton, and are furnished "free 'bus" aud 
irty cent meulB on the way to our re- 
nowned lioek county tramp hotel, where 
sii score Ruestfi at a time (more than all 
other Kook county betels combined) have 
been sheltered, wurmed, Jed; their wash- 
ing done, and it need bo, clothed and 
furnished boots and shoes, all at couuty 
expense. 


The peace officers ot Jauesville, who 


use our Jail as a lockup, get S1.C7 for 
each 
ragged, dirty, lousy, loathsome 


diseased vagabond guest they escort iu, 
;o be kept at county expense; while in 
lieloit, Kdgerton, and (Jlinton, they gut 


m S3.3ii to S7.S7 each for escorting 


gaests. and they bring from three to 
seven to a grist. To these costs are added 
ocal justices' foes, which a\erage over S'2 
each, aud jail expenses. 


Among the bills allowed at the last 


session of our sharp supervisors we note 
ono trip from Edgerton of S224S; for 
ustioes fees ditto, 810.22; the sheriff's 
-'eos (escorting them, in and out of the 
door), S4.50; for board and washing (as 
per average cost ot 31.00 each), $18.00; 
otal, $55.20, or 813.80 each. 
These items aad estimates aru taken 


rom bills lately and actually paid, and 
we further iind th.at this young city, 


•hich through a clause in its charter 


withholds its license blood money from 
he county treasury, has repeatedly fur- 
lishccl seven tramps iu a day, which at 
ho average cost as above, will bring bills 
if 395 per day for tbo county to pay. 
Trne, this number for a single day we 


ind nearly quadrupled by our metropol' 
tan city of Jauesville, which January 
Oth furnished twenty sovon tramps, for 
•hich at their average aggregate fops 
3'J.DO each) the cost to tho county will 
o S25G tor the day. 
This city has furnished 391 tramps for 


our months ([rom Dec. 1st to March 31et) 
n which they will predicate bill of about 
3,000 tor tho county to pay. 
Jiejoit brought 139, for which there 
ill be bills ot nbont 51,375; and Edger- 
on has furnished 13-i, which will have 
:>out tho .tame amount of bills for the 
ouoty to pay; while 'Clinton the only 
ther town ia llqck county that bus fnr- 
ished a tramp, is last on tho hot, out 
as lately ou'ivened up and furnished 37 
ueets for our tramp hotel. For the 
hole number 701, as per past praoedents 
hero will be about §9,073 taxes for the 
entity to pay. 
Our neighbors iu Jefferson county are 
ist getting onto the racket and uro 
admft iu for all it is worth. They have 
ruck a now and ingenious dodge by 
hbh the tramp need not nm the risk ot 
omg to Waupun for repeated thefts, and 
le peace officers need m>t furnish the 
louey for their patrons to got drunk .

This lawaanow tinkered up with amend- 
ments, concerning jurisdiction is entiioly 
ignored aud all trumps are illegally ar- 
rested as vagrants or drunks (except in 
Jellerson.) 
Let our supervisors pay 


only for Keeping tramps duly committed 
under tho provision of this act 
as 


"tramps" and not vagrants and drunks 
am! Jet tramps get only breail and water 
as provided, and let all oilioers who fail 
to arrest nou resident vagrants or drunks 
'i.i trumps us required by law, fail to get 
theirffa, 
and Book Bounty will soon bo 


rid ot tramps, and saved tho burdensome 
and illegal cost of their support. 


Through the courtesy ot oar county 


clerk we were furnished the following 
statistics concerning tramps in forty-nine 
other counties in this state, which clearly 
indicate that this nuisance is not univer- 
sal, or even general, but that tramps con- 
gregate in largo numbers only where 
they are comfortably oared tor without 
work:

Some ot these oountue have b«en most 


fearfully scourged in tue past, which are 
now entirely free from tramps, among 
which wo would mention La Crosse, and 
would recommend our supervisors to 
learn how they managed HO as now to 
have none. 


Such, ladies find gentlemen, is a brief 


and incomplete history ct tho tramp 
qiiestioq,.a8 gathered by your committee, 
under peculiar perplexities, from want of 
time mill many other burdensome cares. 


We would not rcoommeud too ewcop- 


ing denunciation of our present officers 
for doing what others bave done, but we 
would not allow halt a dozen fr.n* [or 
travel for one trip or a'tendonoo in court, 
or the commitment of one grist ot trampn 
into our jail. Nor would wo allow any 
jail fcPo tor tramps ercept tor board and 
und washing their lousy shirts, which 
they should wash tor themselves, and wo 
would give fair notice for the future that 
tlie county ollicere should live up to the 
provisions of 
our present tramp law, 


which we would have amended by repeal- 
ing all imprisonment except on broad 
and water iu couuty jail, aud Dy restor- 
ing jurisdiction to justices oi tho peace. 
And finally, if there is an honest gray 
headed old granger whom we all know 
and daro trust, wo would most respect- 
fully
